He concludes thus , and being thus ready on wy part to do all that can 
reaſonably be expefied from me, I ſhall be glad to know from you as ſoon as may be, how far 1 
ſhall be aſſifted by you, and what it 15 you deſire from me ;, upon which grounds the firſt time 
you heard of the Biflof Aſſociation being mentioned was in the Grand Committee, to ſe- 
cure the Kingdom againſt Popery and Arbitrary Government, wherein Mr. Powel had the 
chair. At which time the Lord C. and ſeveral others ſpake to this effect, as follows, all 
already Prienc inthe ColleFion of the Debates of the Houſe of Commons at Weſtminſter, 
1680. Publiſhed by Richard Baldwin. 
Ld. C. Sir, when I conſider the Immunities and Advantages we enjoy by the excel- 
>]ent compoſure of our Government both in Church and State, *how the King as Sove- 
Taign, enjoys all the Prerogative that can be neceſſary to make him either great or haþ-. 
Py, and the People all the Liberty and Priviledge that can be pretended for their encoo- 
ragement to be induſtrious, and for ſecuring to themſelves and Poſterities the enjoy- 
ment of what they ger by their induſtry. How the Doctrine of the Church is void' of 
Idolatrous SuperſtitiousOpinions,and the Government of Tyranny or abfolute Domini- 
on;1 cannot but admire that there ſhould be any body amongſt our ſelves that ſhould aim 
at any alteration, and be the occaſion of rhis days Debate. Bur, Sir, it is too evident 
that ſuch there ate,and that they have made a great advance to effeCt their delign, by ma- — 
| ny contrivances which they have perſued for a long courſe of years, according to the 
Reſults and Couſultations held by Jeſuires for that purpoſe : But above al}, byconver- 
ting totheit Religion Fames Duke of York, the preſumptive Heir of the Crown, and 
by erigaging bim to eſpbuſe their intereſt with that zealand fervency which uſbally at- 
tends new Converts; eſpecially when ſo great a glory is propoſed as the rooting out of s 
piſtulent Hereſy ext of theſe three Nations,and the ſaving of ſo many Soulsas would depend 
thereon. The ſad effect of this Converſion we have felt for many years, it having hdd 
the ſame operations in our Body Pclitick, as ſome ſorts of lingring Poyſon. hath in Bo- 
dies Natural z made us ſick and conſumptire , by infetting and corrupring all the food 
and Phyſick which hath been 5 ary in order to reduce vs to Popery and flavery, worſe 
than death it ſelf. From this fatal at the declination of the Grandieur of this Monar- 
chy may be dated, andto the conſequences thereof its abſolute ruine'( if not timely - 
prevented) will be hereafter attributed; This being out _caſe, I could not but admjre 
to ſee this Huule ſo long coming to conſider this weighty poitit,z inſontuch,'tharl begir 
to perſwade my ſelf, that either our dangers were nor nd he as our difcourſes | 
ſame other occafions had repreſented them, or that we'were not in goodearneſt toen- 
deavour any redreſs.

tion; hoping we ſhall not meet always fo bad ſucceſs in the Houſe of Lords : For 
though the 160 wich kindneſs of ſome men who pretended tobe for the Bill, but uxderband made 
a party againſt it, did this time operate as fatally as Enmity diſguiſed in Friendſhip uſeth ts do, 
yet 1 hope that in another cccaſron we may have better ſucceſs; not doubting but a great 
many Lords, when they are perſwaded that they ſhall not be able to find out any other 
way (as I hear they begin to deſpair they ſhall) to ſecure os Proteſtant Religion, that 
they will joyn with us in the ſame, or ſome other Bil to the ſame purpoſe : Eſpecially 
my good Lords the Biſhops, who cannot be preſumed to have made peace with Rome, but | 
to be ready to die for the Proteſtant Religion, and therefore doubtleſs will not long 
ſtick at joyning in a Bill ro ſave it. But ſecing that according to the courſe of Parlia- 
ments we are not like to bring this toatryaffor a long time Iam of Opinion we had beft 
_ rry ſomething elſe ; and although I know not what other Act can be made to ſerve in- 
ſtead of that, but will either prove to weak or two ſtrong; yet ſeeing weare put upon it, 


we mult try, that fo we may not be repreſented as-ſtubborn. therefore I humbly

R. M. Sir, great things are expected from this dayes Debate, and we could not well 
have entred into it ſooner; it now comes more ſeaſonable than it would have done be- 
fore, becauſe of the opportunities we have bad to feel the pulſe of affairs ſince the be- 

inning of the Seſſion, and the time we bave ſpent in aſſerting the right of Petitioning, 
by which the eſſence of Patliaments, and the foundztion of the Peoples Liberties were 
{ſtruck at. And the Tryal of my Lord Sreford, and the Diſinheriting-Bill could not 
pollibly have been avoided. And as our labour bath not been loſt in all, ſo I hope that 
at laſt we ſhall have ſome benefit of that ſpent about the Succeſſion-Bill. Far as it was 
{aid at the paſſing pf the Bill, that there were a Loyal Party that will never acquieſce ig 
it. {o 1do believe there is 2 true Proteſtant party that will never acquieſce in any thing 
leſs than what may be ſufficient for the ſecurity of their Religion, which 1 am apt to be- 
Jieve will ead in that Bill, But in the mean time , that we may fſhew that we are 
not humoriſts, let us try what ſtrength we can muſter up to oppoſe theſe great Ene- 
mies by ſome other Laws ; as when an Houſe is on fire we make uſe of Buckets and Tubs 
for calting of water, until the great Engines can be got. But I would move you tobe 
cautious what you do, for Iam afraid that the deGgn of putting you upon finding out 
Expedients, is not in order to have any thing done that is-effectual againſt Popery, but 
in order to have youoffer at ſomething that may purchaſe a diſrepute on the Houſe, and 
give your Enemies an advantage to perſue their defignes of breaking us, _—_ ing 
that youaimat Laws that willoverturn the Government. For my part I amfully periwa-

Church”: And no mantan doubt but that the Progeſtant Iotereſt hath been much Preju- 
diced byby Meajeſties marrying @ Princeſs of thes Religion : For we bave plainly ſeen ſince 
the diſcovery of the Plot, how ſome of the moſt material Zeſwees and Popiſh Inſtruments 
have ſhelzered themelves under her Royal Proretiiar, aud how they have helpt to carry 
on the Plot, by beivg ſo impudent as topreterd they had her patronage, and by abuſing 
her Authority Hut more eſpecially by the Dukes —— the Princeſs of Modena, becaule 
of her'near Relatzon to the Pope 20d Cardinals. ich was plainly foreſeen by thar 
Parliament which met a little before that Marriage, in 1673. and therefore they made an 
Adareſs to his Majefy, repreſenting the faid i — gefiring him not to per- 
mit,.it, becauſe it would tend to the deſtruſtian of the Protefaxs Religion. But their 
endeavours were defeated by that Party, aswe may gueb, ſecing we find fo much uſe of 
her name in Colemars Letters; for well might they who have ovyer-ruled in ſo many af- 
fairs as have been inſtacced in this Houſe, have an influence alfo in this, that fo that

F. B. Sir I xetain a good opinion of an. Aﬀciation-bill, notwithſtatdiug what hath 
been ſaid as to the weakneſs it may receive from aur unhappy Diviſions in point of Re- 
en and Intereſt, too much promoxed by ſome of our.Clergy. Far, Sir, when I con- 
ſiderhow the Laudeas principles, as to raiſing of Adoney without Parliaments 1 the late times, 
infeted moſt of our Clergy, ſo as that they not onely preacbed up the Kings abſolute Authorzty 
puer mens Properties, butt hiranded with the title of Rehels, aud condemned to Hell thoſe that of - 
fered:to argue againkt it . I do conclude that it is uſual far ene or two Biſhopsgo give meaſures ar 
direttions tothe reft of the Biſhops, and they to the Clergyof their ſeveral Dioceſſes : And that 
therefore theClergy derive thePoliticks generally from one Biſhop or two sn ſame great ſtation. Yet 
Sir, when] remember bowafter ſome little time many of the Clergy fell off, and would 
not Allow foch inſteuQtions ; and how the People ſoan excuſed themſelves from follow- 
ing their advice.in ſuch Politicks,and would not freely pay illegal Taxes, notwithſtand- 
ing all their endeavouss.

I find in Cooke?s Reports, that when the Nation was in apparent danger, the People 
might go directly to the King with their Grievances, and make their Complaints and 
Petitions known. _ I think we may do well to conſult this Text, and ſee if we can find 
out any better -way than what we havetryed already, to convey our humble Supplicati- 
ons to his Royal Perſon. In the mean time I think you had not beſt to go off from-cthe 
Bill of Aſſociation ;, for which we have a Preſident in Queen £/5zaberh's time, firſt made 
by the Gentry, and afterwards confirmed by Act of Parliamenc. | 

L. G. Sir, I would not diſcourage you from going on withtheſe Bills ; but I am a- 
fraid they will fall far ſhort of the Power and ſtrength that will be neceſſary to root out 
an latereſt that hath been above an-bundred years reivetting it ſelf by all arts and wayes 


Ima. 
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ginable, and hath now fixt it ſelf ſo near the Throne. I muſt confeſs, I am afraid we 
areat labour in vain, and that this Intereſt hath ſo clenched it ſelf (as the Feſuites term 
it) that it will break not only this Parliament, but many more, if not all Parliaments, 
and the Proteſtant Religion too. Iris too weighty to be removed, or perverted, by ſuch 
little Bills as cheſe : No, Sir, you will find, that nothing leſs than a firm Union among 
all the Proteſtams in this Nation, can be ſufficient to give any check to this Intereſl. As long 
as there are amongſt us ſo many perſons as know not rightly how to apply the dangers of 
the Church and State, nor the miſeries of Forty Ore, but will be lead by Popiſh Proje- 
tors; I am afraid ſuch Bills as theſe will not doour buſineſs : becanſe they will notde- 
ſtroy that footing which they have at Court, nor ſtrengthen the Proteſtant. Intereſt, which 
muſt have its original from Union. Ir is ſtrange, that none bur thoſe who are for the 
Dake's intereſt, ſhould be the only perſons thought fit to be in places of truſt / It is ſo 
ſtrange a way to _-_ the Proteſtant Church and Keligion, that it raiſeth with-me a douhr, 
whether any ſuch thing be deſigned. Such Perſons may be proper to manage Affairs in fa- 
vour of the Popiſh intercſt ; but it is to be admired, that they, and they only, ſhould be 
thought fit to be intruſted with the Proteſtant intereſt. - I think ir 25 herd for them to do 
it, asto ſerve two Maſters. It is not uſual in other Countryes to retain their Enjimies 
in the Government, nor ſuch as are Friends to their Enimies; and itis ſtrange that we, 
of all other Nations , ſhould fall into this piece of Policy. But Sir, for the'e rea- 
ſons you may conclude, that unleſs what Laws you make, be ſtrong and well penned, 
they will ſignifie — _ ſo powerful a Party as you have todo with. | 
Sir W. F. Sir, there hath been ſo much faid already upon the Subjet-matter of this 
Debate, that I ſhall have little occaſion to trouble you long. The wor: hy Member thar 
ſpoke a while ſince,hath ſhewed you from whence our fears of Popery ariſe,from the de- 
pendance they have of aſiſtance from Frence, Irela:4, aid Scottendin caſe there ſhould be 
a Pop:jh King, beſides the,Party they have here, and the advantage they wili have by the 
Government,which is already ſecured for that Intereſt; and of it ſelf would be ſufficient. 
to conteſt with the Proteſtant intereſt, who in ſucha caſe would have no King to head 
them, no perſons in any place of truſt toexecute any Laws in their behalf, nor no legal 
power to defend rhemſelves. And therefore, ſeeing there isa N __ paſt upon the 
Bill, we had contrived to ſecure us from: theſe great dangers, I think Sir, we may do 
well to try if we can get any thing elſe. But Iam perſwaded if this 4ſſociation-Bill be 
made as it ſhould be, that we have no better ſucceſs with it than we had with the 
Excluſio n-Bill : Forl am afraid , that though we are permitted to brendiſh owr Weapons , 
yet that we ſhould not be allowed to wound wy ; but ratherdo believe, that they which 
adviſed the throwing out of that Bill,will alſo do the ſame by this, or diſſolve the Houſe 
before it come to perfection : For this Bill muſt be much ſtronger than that in Queen E- 
lizabeths days; that was for an Aſſsciarien only after her death , but 1 cannot tell if ſuch 
2 Bill will ſecure us now, the circumſtances we are under being very different. In Queen 
Etizabeths days the Privy Councellors were all for the Queens Intereſt, and none for the 
Succeſſors; now moſt of the Privy Conncelors are for the Succeſſers, and few for the King*s. 
Then the Miniſters unanimouſly agreed to keep our Popery, now we have to mich rea- 
ſon to fear, there are many that are for bringing it i. In thoſe days they all agreed to 
keep the Popiſh Smcceſſor in Scotland, now ajor part agreed to keep the Succeſſor here ; 
all which mul! be conſidered in drawing out of the Bill. |

that we ſhould ſeriouſly Debate them before-we give any Anſwer to them - but 
the circumſtances we are under at this time, challenge a more than ordinary Confulta- 
tion. For by the tenor of the Speech, I conclude, that the Succeſs of this Parliament 
depends upon our Anſwer to it, and conſe vently the ſafety of the Proteſtant Religion, 
both at home and abroad. And thereforel think my ſelf very unable to adviſe in this 
matter, and ſhould nothave attempted it, but that you have encouraged me by- your 
Teave to ſpeak firſt. So that'if 1 offer any thing amiſs, thoſe that come after will have 
opportunities to cortect me.. I would begin with the latter end of the Speech firſt, be-: 
cabſe that part of it is moſt likely to beget a fair underſtanding between his Majeſty and 
this Houſe. But [caninot bot obſerve what great care is Here again taken of preſerving 
the Succeſſion in the Ripe Line, as in all other his Majefties Speeches-ever ſince the 
Ptot break out. I think mote could hot be done, though i were in behalf of the Kings 
Son, abd'a, Proteſtant too- That limitation, and his Majeſties offers of ſecuring the Pro. 
teſtam Religion, (if b -Succeſſion in the Right Line may be meant the Dake) upon many 
Debates in this Houſe is fix9:d irrec oncelexble, and therefore muſt be imputed to thoſe 
that bave adviſed his Majeſty thereto. To preferve the Right of Succeſſion in the Dukez 
is to preſerve ſomething or nothing. The Tomething muſt be no leſs, then the Crown, 
in caſe of his Majefties death, and fd conſequently the intereſt of the Popiſh party, who 
»fter one hundred ytars endeavours to have a Prince of their Religion, the indefatiga- 
ble induſtry of the Jeſuits to obtain it, -and the loſs of fo much Blood ſpent therein, 
will, beſides their pritciÞtes and inclinations, lay on thern great obligations to make 
uſe of the opportunity to tftablifh thefr- Religion again jn this Nation. So that I muſt 
confels, theſe reſervations [Iok tome like 4 perfett deſign to' ſave the whole Party, accompa- 
mied with a power =p prerence [aſſſcren to enable them to accompliſh their end. For to 
this, the ſaving che :right dbth amount, and conſquently.the Yeſtruction of the 
Proteſtant Religion. Which cannot be imagined to proceed from his Majeſty. - In for- 
mer times the intereſt of no one man could ever bare up againſt the intereſt of the 
Nation, now, it ſeems, that the Religion, Lives, and Liberties of all the people of this 
Nation ; nay, I may ſay, all the Proteſtants of the Three Nations muſt all be loſt, ra- 
ther then one man be aiſpoſſeſt of his right, though by his own At hath made himſelf ncapa- 
ble to enjoy it. Certainly there muſt be more*intended by this, then the ſaving of one 
man, it. muſt be the ſaving of a Party. And therefore, Sir, I am afrraid we are but 
where we were two years ago. For it is plain to me, that there isa certain fatal Stheme 
which hath been exaQly purſued theſe twenty years, in order to deſtroy the Proteſtant 
Iatereſt, and bath had a trange ſecret operation in the management of all our affai s: 
And 
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And although now and then ſome accidents have hapned, that have occaſioned ſome alte- 
ration fora time , as by his Majeſties recalling the Toleration, ſome Franſattions of 
Parliaments, the breaking out of the plot, and his Majeſties Toleration of his Council, 
1679. Yet | obſerve thar aftera little while there is no change in the main, all returns 
to the old Scheme, as if there were a certain infallible ballance that did preponderate. 
We have had ſo much experience of his Majeſties goodneſs and inclinations, that we 
cannot but conclude, that there is ſtill ſome ſuch thing, as a wheel within a wheel, whe- 
ther Jeſuits, (for ?cis like them) or who-I cannottell, nor how the Government is in- 
fluenced, that the Proteſtants ſhould noc be able to abtain any thing for their ſecurity. 
But we may gueſs, and juſtly fear, that .jt will never be other ways, as long as there is a 
Poptſh Succeflor. The truth is, we have a hard task to ſerve our King and Country, in 
ſucha time as this is. We may expoſe our ſelves to the rage of a powerful party, but 
Iam afraid, pet little to ſecure our ſelves againſt their revenge. We. are under the 


- fame inequailty as fair gameſters, that meet with thoſe that uſe falſe Dice, and are like 


to have the ſame ll luck at laſt, unleſs his Majeſty ſhou!d be pleaſed to confider, who 
ſtands up moſt for his Government, and who plays faireſt, and accordingly, change his 
Councils. The firſt three Paragraphs of the Speechare about Alliances, the fourth about 
Tangier, the fif:b about ſecuring the Succeſſion, the ſixth to know what we deſire, and 
what we will do. | 

Sir, I take no delight in looking backward, but without doing it at this time, I ant 

afraid we ſhall nor mend, as we go forward. lr is not to be doubted, but that as well 
for the ſecurity of the Nation, at home, as of Flanders againſt the power of Frence and 
the Proteſtant Religion abroad, we are under a neceſſity to make Alliances, and that 
they cannot be m2de nor ſapported without Money. But did we not give above Twe 
Millioxs for the preſervation of the Tr5pple- League, and was. it not by the power of the 
French and Poptſh Party inployed to break it ? Did we not a little while ſince give about 
a Million and balf for ana anal Freneb War, and was. there not preſently a general 
Peace made ? Do not all Forreign Natians complain, that notwithſtanding all oor 
Treaties, pretences, and Declarations, we have been only rrxe to France? And what rea- 
ſon have we now to imagine, that if we ſhould give Money for Leagues, that it would 
be imployed otherwiſe then formerly ? Is not the fame Scheme of Government pur- 
ſued ſtill ? Is not the Frexch Ambaſſador, and the French Momen too, as great at Court 
as ever ? And have not the Dukes Creatures the management of all our affairs ? and if 
the Dukes intereſt, the French intereſt, and the Popiſh smrereſt be all one, can you imagine, 
that your Money ſhall be imployed to make any Alliances that ſtall be for the advantage 
of the Proteſtant Religion. No,, Sir, though his Majeſty ſo intend it, the wheel 
within a wheel, which hath managed all other allsances hitherto, will alſo manage theſe, and 
have the Diſpoſal of your Money too, and pervert it to our Deſiruttion.And until things ſet- 
tle here at home, on a true Proteſtant bottom, it cannot be imagined, that any Forr aigz: 
Prince will depend on us, or make Alliances with us. And therefore, as well for that, as 
becauſe our Money may not probably be diſpoſed of for any good end, it is in vain to 
Treat of either Allizzces or Money. For until the Intereſt be changed at Court, that fo 
there may be a better underſtanding between the King and his People, it cannot pro- 
duce any thing for our —_— 

As to T argter,and the Succeſſion, there hath been ſo much ſaid already, when thoſe 
points were debated, that I will not trouble you with more at this time. 

But [ beg leave to add ſomething abour the latter part of the Speech , which doth a 
little comfort me , becauſe I hope we may graft ſuch an Anſwer thereupon, as may be- 
get aright underſtanding with His Majeſty. I know this Houſe is conſtituted of perſons 
much different from that c£ the Long Parliament, becauſe of the many Penſioners that 
were in it, and that we need not now be afraid to talk of Money.l believe we all know, 
that without giving Money this Seſſion, the Nation can never be happy,nor His Majeſties 
Government ſo formidable. 25 it aught tobe. And therefore | would humbly move you 
to appoint a Committee, to draw up an Addreſs to afſure His Majeſty , that when His 
Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to grant us ſuch Laws, as are neceſlary for the ſecurity of our 
Religion, which may be particularized in the Addreſs; that we will be ready to give him 
what Money his occaſions may require,not only for the ſupport of Tangter,and Alliances, 
bur to enable him to have a good Fleet at Sea,for the encouraging of Seamen.and ſecuri- 
ty of Trade, and preſervation of his Dominiou.s ; that ſo we may ſhew we are ready

Ld R. Kot it is ſo apparent that all our fears of Popery ariſe from, and center in 
the Duke of York; and that it is impoſlible the affairs of this Nation ſhould ever ſettle 
on a gocd Prgteſtant bottom. as long as there is a Popsſh Succeſſor, which cannoy be preven- 
ted but by the Succefſion Bill. That there may be no ill conſtrution made of onr deſires 
I would humbly move you to offer to ſupply the King, with what money he may need for 
the ſupport of Tangier and Alliances,npon his granting of the Sacceſſion Bill only, that 
ſo His Majefty may have no reaſon to be difhdent of us : not doubting,but that if we can 
once but lay a foundation for a good Correſpondence, that His Majeſty will take ſo much 
content in it,beyond what he doth now enjoy,thatto preſerve it, he will afterwards grant 
us what more Bills' mayde r neceſſary. for the ſecurity of the Proreftant Religion, 
And therefore 1 am.not for clogging this Addreſs with any requeſt for anything more, 


Mr. Speaker. 

Sir W. F. Sir, We have hitherto had o little ſucceſs in our endeavours, that we may 
juſtly ſuſpe&t, we-are permitted to fit here, rarhrr ro deſtroy our ſelves, then to ſave our 
Country. It isa titatter of admiration to me, thai thoſe who have ſo often adviſed His 
Majeſty, to put this and the former Parliameuts upon finding opr Expedients, for ſe- 
curing the Proteſtant Religion, without altering the Succeſſion ſhould all this while find 
out none themſelves, but ſtill continue adviſing the King to put that upon us, which af- 
cer many Debates is found to be impoſſible. And that the King ſhould always have at 
his elbow, perſons ready to remember him conſtantly to make his limitation, which in 
all appearance muſt tend to the final deſtruCtion of the Proteſtant Religion. And that 
there ſhould be no-body there, to mind him of propoſing ſome Expedicnts to prevent 
it, only in general words, of which no uſe can be made, According to the opinion of 
Three ſucceſſive Parliaments, 'the limitation in favour of the Popiſh Intereſt, is plain, 
intelligible, and praCticable. , I hope his Majeſty againſt the next occaſion, will require 
them that have ſo adviſed him, to make the Expedients, and other ways to ſecure the 
Proteſtant Religion, as plain and practicable ; that ſo we may ſee if the ſecurity of the 
Proteſtant Religion be defi in good earneſt by ſuch adviſers, which | cannot believe; 
becauſe what they propole, is in my opinion a contradiction in it ſelf. Without the 
Excluſuon-Bill, there can be no Expedient, but what will leave us in that miſcrable con- 
dition, of having firſt or laſt aconteft with our lawfal King. And there can be no ſuch 
thing as ſetting up a power to oppoſe him, but by putting a kind of Swpream Authority 
in the Parliament, with a power to oppoſe, as well by —— as Laws, which might 
prove the deſtruction of the Monarchial Government. The ſaid truſt or power (with- 
out the Excluſion Bill) being not to be repoſed in the next Heir , or any ſingle perſon, 
leaſt he ſhould dye before he come to have the power in him, or utterly refuſe to att if 
he ſhould live to have a right by vertue of ſuch a ſettlement, to adminiſter the Govern- 
ment. Infſucha caſe there would be no lawfol power lodged any where elſe, to oppoſe 
ſucha King, and there muſt not be an inter Regnum. By this ſhort account yon may ſee, 
what difficulties all expedients will be liable tov, and may conclude, that thoſe that ad- 
viſe theKing to make this Limitation, do intend it as an Expedient to mals the endeavonrs 
7 Parliaments ineffeftual, and tobring in Popery. And if you had offercd at ſuch Expe- 

ientsasI have mentioned, as the laſt Houſe of Commons was Arraigned for Omnipo- 
tent and Arbitrary, ſo would this with ſome worſe Character; as having attempted to 
deſtroy the Monarchical Government , that if poſſible the King and People might be 
put out of love with Parliaments. Burt Sir, though it is plain that ckings are thus out of 
order, yet let us not be wanting ingur duty, but give ſuch an Anſwer to his Majeſty, as 
may if poſlible, create in him a good opinion Of his Houſe, and ſatisfie him of the ne- 
ceſlity of the Bill of Excl«ſion, and that all other Acts of Grace will but ſerve to fatten us 
for the ſlaughter of our Enemies. The laſt part of this Speech, I believe, is his Maje- 
ſties own ; he ſeems willing to know what you expect from him, and what you will do for 
him, which I think is a fair propoſition to come to an underſtanding. And although ir 
be not good manners to offer to make a bargain with his Majeſty ; but as in bargains there 
is a quid and proguo, ſointhis.

Which of it ſelf hath 
been fufficient in former times to change the Religion of this Nation, and may juſtly be 
feared , may have the ſame effect again, 'unlefs the Proteſtants be well united... "The 
Presbyterians, Independants, and all other Diſſenters, may 'be more in number than the 
Papiſts, and may be willing enoygh to havethe Church-Government altered, if nor de- 
ſtroyed:; yet being they cannot have any fuccour from abroad, nor from theGovern- 
ment here at home, 1 canriot ſee any great danger of them: ' For it is nor probable that 


they ſhall ever have a King of. their opinion, nor a Parliament, by the diſcovery they 
made of their ſtrength in the laſt Eteftions.. For according to the beſt calculation 1 
can make, they could not bring in above one in twenty.” And therefore, becauſe they
